Fort Smith, Ark., Aug. 19.— Kidnap- 
ing of a young wMt* girl and th* kill- 
ing of on* of a po*s* that tried to res- 
cue her are th* erim** charged against 
a party of eight Negroes fortified on 
Brace's island, 16 miles west of this 
city. It is feared their capture will 
lead to a bloody encounter. Th* Ne- 
groes are said to be w*ll armad. A 
few days ago two farmar*. llvlBg n«ar 
Wilson'* Reek, Ifhded on Brace's is- 
land In search of plums and accident- 
ally ran into a camp In which there 
were two Negro men and a white girl, 
about 12 years old. They made some 
inquiries about the girl and th* N*> 
groes said sh* was the daughter of a 
white man, who was traveling with 
them and who had gone to Fort Smith 
for provisions. The Negroes would 
not let the girl take part in the con- 
versation and this aroused suspicion. 
A watch waa kept on the Negroes for 
two daya, bat ao white man appeared. 

Monday afternoon a party of farm- 
I er.s decided to investigate the case 
j and as they neared the Island were 
fired on by the Negroes and one of the 
party, Roland by name, waa kUled. A 
sharp fight was kept pp for son* tim* 
during which th* glri escaped from 
the Negroes and ran to the white men. 
She was so excited that she could not 
give any Intelligent account of herself. 
She said, however, that her father 
was not traveling with the Negroes, 
but that she had been stolen from her 
home near Fort Glbson» L T. Sh* has 
been taken to Muldrew. 

Roland, the dead man. was a com- 
parative stranger at Wilson's Rock. 
Bruce's Island Is In the center of the 
Arkansas river, contains about 35 
acres and is densely covered with 
timber and thick underbrush. 

Posses of citizens left Tuesday for 
the scene of the trouble from Fort 
Smith, Spiro, Muldrew and Fort Gib- 
son. There is much excitement around 
the island. One or two of the 
Negroes ar* knewa to b* deaperat* 
characters.

Th* 
troop* now her*, however, ar* unabl* 
to make distinct headway, as the or- 
ders given them from different sources 
aro conflicting, and they are at a loss 
to know which to obey. 

Sofia, Bulgaria, Aug. 19.— A fierce 
battl* Is reported to have occurred la 
the neighborhood of Monaatir. Three 
Turkish battalions attacked a thou- 
sand insurgents and after the fight 
had raged for six hours the Turks were 
repulsed with the loss of 210 men kill- 
ed or wounded. The insarpieat lose is 
not given. 

Rome, Aug. 19.— Private • advices 
from the Balkan peninsula received 
here state that Bulgaria h!i<< iiracti- 
cally mobilised an army, as the troops 
under arms In the principality now 
amount to more than 70,000, which is 
double what i* conaidored as th* 
peace effectivei The Bulgarian gov- 
ernment, however, la unwilling to ven- 
ture for the time being on at>y hos- 
tile movement against Turkey, as it 
does not wish to lose the support of 
Russia. It hopes, however, that pub- 
lic opinion in Russia will force the 
government to lielp Bulgaria against 
Turkey and the dispatch of a Russian 
squadron to Turkish waters encour- 
ages the Bulgarians in this view. 

Sofia. Bulgaria, Aug. 19.— The Ev- 
ening Post sjate* that a band of Bashi 
Hazotiks hav* crossed the Bulgarian 
frontier in the district of Teledere, 
killed three frontier guards with Yat 
agans and wounded two others. They 
also set fire to several houses. This 
raid has created great excitement ia 
the district 
The news is not confirmed ofllcially. 
The revolutionary organ, Ailtono- 
mye, siays the Insurgents, after two 
unsuccessful altenipts. have Bucceed- 
ed in destroying with dynamite the 
bridge at Bxschosso, thereby absolute* 
1y stopping cQml9^nlcatlon between 
Salonica and Monastir. 

According to a report from Uskub, 
Mlchaellovlski, the Bulsarian leader, 
was killed In the rt^litinK at Ki nshevo, 
while Boris Saral'otr. the noted insur- 
gent chief, has been surrounded at 
Prass ba(kan, in the southern part of 
Monastir vilayet.

Some tobacco growers, fiot overly scru- 
pulous, supposed they had diacovereil a 
neat trick to increase the weight oi their 
crop. In tying np the handa, they put 
in a stone the size of a hickory nut. 
Thia in a large crop would add very ma- 
terially to tlia weight It was sold at a 
good price, and everythiag promised 
well for the scheme. 

The way the tobacco weighed out, 
thoogh, eaaaad the purchaser to be sus- 
picloaa, ao ha oast about for the reason. 
In examining a band, he came across the 
tell-tale atone, and farther examination 
showed that every haad **tnpplod" one. 

The sellers winced aad wriggled, but 
the case was too baw>iiaed to allow of 
any explaoatloa. The buyer told them 
he knew a trick worth two of it, and that 
was to go to work at once and remove 
every stone from the tobacco before they 
ate a bite, or left the premises. 

This tedioas job the gentlemen ac- 
complished ia dne oonrse ot tfose, and 
laft the plaooi wlaar if aot baltar oMa.
